Ascent of Orizaba, 

A corsespondent of the New Orleans Picayune 
gives en account of an ‘attempt made early in the 
present year to scale the peak of Orizaba, ac- 
cording to Humboldt, the highest in Maxico and 
the handsomest i in the world, and on which a 
white man's foot had “never tio. The corres- 
pondent désoribes the incidents of the arst day’ 
Hacent, and continues >— Ab snneut we reached 
the atone chapel and tower, 18,000 feet nbore 
the level of the sed.

But 
a, shepherd vould not cross its thresheld at night 
time, nor seek shelter from a storm, if a coronet
